Presi- 
dent and Mrs, Wilson stood on the 
bridge of the George Washington as the 
vessel steamed slowly up the harbor to 
her pier at Hoboken, convoyed by de- 
stroyers and welcoming craft of all de- 
scriptions. The rails of the transport 
were lined with returning soldiers chijpr- 
ing and waving their caps.
